RESEARCH AND EVERYDAY LIFE 


EW industries that link themselves directly to 
the housewife have been the subject of more 





skilled work in physies and chemistry than 

that of washing clothes. The laundryman feels 
that everyman’s hand is against him, he knows that 
bromide of everyday life: ‘‘It isn’t the wear that 
does it, it’s sendin’ it to the laundry.” 

Recognizing this tendency of ‘the human mind the 
laundryman has ealled upon his scientists to know how 
fair the charge is. Tests were made and the results 
are vouched for by H. @. Elledge, who works out 
laundry problems as an industrial fellow of the Mellon 
Institute of Pittsburgh. New collars were repeatedly 
sent through the usual processes of washing, starching 
and ironing without being worn. They survived from 
thirty-five to forty trips. Collars worn between wash- 
ings but otherwise subjected to the same treatment 
survived about twenty trips. The inference was that 
actual wear was from 43 to 50 per cent of a collar’s 
life-—Riverside Enterprise.

HK HEAVIEST BURDENS of unemployment 


| fall on children, according to the results of an - 
investigation conducted by the National Child 


Labor Committee, since, whichever way the 
wheel falls, the chid is injuriously affected. If the 
parent is forced to call on his child for help in 
hard times, the child becomes a ,competitor in a 
cheap labor market; if the factory closes down, the 
young wage-earner is thrown on his own resources and 
is apt to become a member of the army of the shift- 
less, a problem in itself. There are, we are told 2,- 
000,000 wage-earners under sixteen In the United 
States, some of whom are working now. According 
to a report of Owen R. Lovejoy, general secretary 
of the committee, published in the New York Times. 

‘“‘The employer seeking to cut costs is inclined to 
hire children, perhaps enabling himself to dispense 
with more expensive help thereby. In doing so he 
may not actually decrease the number of names on 
his payroll, but he may let another man go, and that 
man in turn may find himself up against the same 
necessity of calling on his children for help, Obviously 
the competition in the labor market is increased. 

‘““When a factory curtails its operations, or is shut, 
it is not only the men who are laid off. The boys 
and girls are laid off, too. As a rule they do not 
go back to school, once having left it to go to work. 
They either loaf or hunt another job. Most of the 
child laborers in the United States are in blind alley 
occupations, out of line for any adequate vocational 
training, out of line for advancement. In normal 
times about half of them are regularly employed. 
The others are idle between jobs. This irregularity of 
employment not only leads to a heavy labor turn- 
over in the trades that use child labor, but it develops 
in the children a habit of shifting and shiftlessness. 
It is from such material that the ranks of migrant 
labor are recruited.’’—Literary Digest.

Now, as I have done often sitting 
in the chimney corner at the day's 
end, I look back at my youth and 
manhood and tell, with one eye upon 
the clock, of those years of fulfillment 
in the progress of our beloved pilgrim. 
There are four and twenty of them 
that I shall try to review in as many 
minutes. At this distance I see only 
the high places—one looming above 
another like steps in a stairw:s 

The years of building and sentiment 
ended on the fourth of November, 
1842, when he and Mary Todd were 
joined in marriage. Now, like one hav- 
ing taken note of the storm clouds, he 
strengthens the structure. 

Mary tried to teach him fine man- 
ners. It was a difficult 
Often, as might have been expected, 
she lost her patience. Mary was an 
excellent girl, but rather kindlesome 
and pragmatic. Like most of the pral- 
rie folk, for instance, Abe Lincoln had 
been accustomed to reach for the but- 
ter with his own knife, and to tind 
rest in attitudes extremely indolent 
and unbecoming. He enjoyed sprawl.

and slippers with a pillow under his 
head and a book In his hand. He had 
a liking for ample accommodation, pot 
fully satisfied by a bed or a lounge.

On his return home Lincoln con- 
fessed that we had soon to deal with 
that question. 


1 was in his office when Herndon 
said: 

“IT tell you that slavery must be 
rooted out.” 


“What makes you think so?’ Mr. 
Lincoln asked. 

“I feel it in my bones,” was Hern- 
don’s answer, 

After that he used to speak with 
respect of “Bill Herndon’s bone phil- 
osophy.” 

His term in congress having ended, 
he came back to the law in partner- 
ship with William H. Herndon—a man 
of character and sound judgment. 
Those days Lincoln wore black trou- 
sers, coat and stock, a waistcoast of 
satin and a Weilington high hat. He 
was wont to carry his papers in his 
hat. Mary had wrought a _ great 
change In his external appearance. 

They used to call him “a dead square 
lawyer.” T remember that once Hern- 
don had drawn up a fictitious plea 
founded on a shrewd assumption. Lin- 
coln carefuly examined the papers. 

“Is it founded on fact?” he asked. 

“No.” Herndon answered. 

Lincoln scratched his head thought-- 
fuly and asked: 

“Billy, hadn’t we better withdraw 
that plea? You know,it’s a sham and 
generally that’s another name for a 
lle. Don't let it go on record, The 
cursed thing may come staring us in 


the face long after this suit has been 
forgotien.” 

On the whole he was not s6 com- 
municative as he had been in his young 
manhood. He suffered days of depres- 
sion when he said little. Often, in 
good company, he seemed to be think- 
ing of things in no way connected 
with the talk. Mary called him a 
rather “shut-mouthed man.” 

Herndon used to say that the only 
thing he had against Lincoln was his 
habit of coming in mornings and 
sprawling on the lounge and reading 
aloud from the newspaper. 

The people of the town loved him. 
One day, as we were walking along 
the street together, we came upon a

“What's the matter?” Lincoln asked. 

“T want to take the train and the 
wagon hasn’t come for my trunk,” said 
she. 

Lincoln went in and got the trunk 
and carried it to the station on his 
back, with people laughing and throw- 
ing jokes at him as he strode along. 
When 1 think of him, his chivalry and 
kindness come first to mind. 

He read much, but his days of book 
study were nearly ended. His learn- 
ing was now got mostly in the school 
of experience. Herndon says, and 1 
think it is true, that he never read 
to the end of a law book those days. 
The study of authorities was left to 
the junior partner. His reading was 
mostly outside the law. His knowl- 
edge of science was derived from 
Chambers’ Vestiges of the Natural 
History of Creation. 

He was still afraid of the Abolition 
Movement in 1852 and left town to 
avoid a convention of its adherents. 
He thought the effort to resist by 
force the laws of Kansas was criminal 
and wewd-hurt the cause of freedom, 
“Let us have peace and revolutionize 
through the ballot box,” he urged. 

In 1854, a little quarrel in New York 
began to weave the thread of destiny. 
Seward, Weed and Greeley had wielded 
decisive power in the party councils 
of that state. Seward was a_high- 
headed, popwar idol. His plans and 
his triumphant progress absorbed his 
thought. Weed was dazzled by the 
splendor of this great star. Neither 
gave a thought to their able colleague 
—a poor man struggling to build up 
a great newspaper. An office, with 
fair pay, would have been a help in 
those days. But he got no recognition 
of his needs and ‘alents and services, 
Suddenly he wrote a letter to Weed 
in which he said: 

“The firm of Seward, Weed and 
Greeley is hereby dissolved by the res- 
ignation of its junior member.” 


When Greeley had grown in power | 


and wisdom until his name was known 


and honored from ocean to ocean, they | 


tried to make peace with him, but 
in vain. 

Then stddenly a new party and a 
new Lincoln were born on the same 
day in 1858, at a great meeting in 
Bloomington, Tlinois, There his soul 
was to come into its stateliest man- 
sion out of its lower vaulted past. 
For him the fulness of time had ar 
rived. He was prepared for It. His 
intellect had also reached the fulness 
of its power. Now his great right 
hand was ready for the thunderbolts 
which his spirit had been slowly forg- 
ing. God called him in the voices of 
the crowd. He was quick to altswer. 


He went up the steps te the platform. | 
as he came forward, that he | 


I saw, 
had taken the cross upon him. Oh, 
{it was a memorable thing to see the 
smothered flame of his spirit leaping 
into his face. 
hips. He seemed to grow taller as he 
advanced. The look of him reminds 
me now of what the famous bronze 
founder in Paris said of the death

it seemed to me that the voice of God | 


was in them? The 


reporters forgot | 


to report. It is a lost speech. There 
is no record of it. I suppose it was 
scribbled with a. pencil on scraps of 
paper and on the backs of envelopes 
at sundry times, agreeably with his 
habit, and committed to memory. So 
this great speech, called by some the 
noblest effort of his life, was never 
printed. I remember one sentence, re 
lating to the Nebraska Dill. 

“Let us use ballots, not bullets, 
against the weapons of violence, which 
are those of kingcraft. Their fruits 
are the dying bed of the fearless Sum- 
ner, the ruins of the Free State hotel, 
the smoking timbers of the Herald of 
Freedom, the governor of Kansas 
chained ro a stake like a horse-thief_”” 

In June, 1858, he took the longest 
step of all. The Republican state con- 
vention had endorsed him fer the Uni- 
ted States senate. It was then that 
he wrote on envelopes and scraps 
of paper at odd moments, when his 
mind was off duty, the speech begin- 
ning: 

“A house divided against itself must 
fall. Ow government can not long 
endure part slave and part free.” 

I was among the -dozen friends to 
whom he read that speech in the State 
house library. One said of those first 
sentences: “It is a fool utterance.”* 
Another: “It is ahead of its time.” 
Another declared that {t would drive 
away the Democrats who had lately 
joined the party. Herndon and I were 
the only ones who approved it.
